The CRO-MAGS are a truly unique band, both for their superior ; 


talent and their unrivaled devotion tc their beliefs. Many 
derocatory things have been written about the  CRO-MAGS, 
sorcifically in Maximum Rock ’N Roll, however, they have not 
been giver the chance to respond since many of the peosie at MRR 
are, in my opinion, cClose-minded anc decidedly anti-skin. 
Before a recent show in Glen Milis, Pennsylvania, bass player 
Harley Flanagan took time cut from his busy schedule to talk 
with us about the band and his fascinating personal beliefs. 


THREATENING SOCIETY: How long has the band been tocether? 

HARLEY FLANAGAN: The CRO-MAGS originally formed in 1981, but we 
disbanded fora while. We each went off and did our own things 
for a couple of years, and then we reformed. weve cniy deen 
working with this crummer ard this ouitar player for about a 
year. Doug Holland used to play for KRAUT. But the CRU-MAGS, as 
a conceot and as a band, started in 1981. 


TS: How did the band first set together? 
HF: Through a series of, not really coincedences, but something 
that was meant to pe. 1t just fell inte olace like that. 


TS: De you like the way “Ace OF Quarrel” came out? 

HF: 1 don't like the ix. 1 would change a few things, but I's 
not worried about changing the cast. 1% worried about fixing 
the future - waking sure we don't saxe the sawe mistaxes twice, 


7S: What are your religous beliefs? 

HF: iy religous beliefs are that 1] oelieve in God. 1 believe Ged 
has arranced ail of these thines for us. 1 believe that at the 
time of death, unless you are fully situates in a Ged 
conciousness, you will be forced tc take on another birth. And 
descending on your conciousness, it'?] determine wnat becy you 
take. For instance, if you scend your whole lifetime trying to 
verfect animal activities - eating, sileesing, mating, and 
defending - you will ne fitted with a bocy suitadie to do these 
things. The husan form of life is meant for more than that. ne 
have more intellicence, therefore we shoulc be trying to figure 
out what the purcose of life 15, not just simply doing what cur 
senses teil us. Your senses will drag you everywhere, they'll 
drag you from here to there, to Heli and back. You have to learn 
to make your senses serve your intellicence, rather than your 
intellicence serving your senses. if you just co whatever your 
mind telis you, you’}] be jusoing off roofs and shooting people, 
coing drugs and getting herses* and like everything else. 
Basically, it ail boils down to you've cot to learn ta control 
your mind. fing that comes throusn uncerstanding Ged and 
uncerstamding that every living entity, even a blace of grass or 
@ moscuito, fas a soul that's ecuivalent te the saul that's in 
this body. it's just that we're on a more acvanced state on the

evolutionary scale, But, even that blade of grass will take a 
hugan birth and will be given the sage opportunity. Everybody in 
some point in their life wonders "What aw 1 doing here?", "Why 
an 1 suffering?”, “Why is life such a pain in the ass?*, “why 
coes everything always go wrong?", when you start thinking about 
things like that, the it gives you an opportunity to start 
jooking for a real meaning in life. 


TS: How jong have you seen a tattoo artist? How did you start? 
HF: That's the first time anybody ever asked me that question, 
to Kevin) when did ] do my first tattoo on Jonn?

78: What influences your lyrics? 

HF: The life that we've led, the life that we lead, and the 
things we learn in the Scriptures. 1 read Bhagavad-gita (which 
means "the song of God” or “as it is") almost every day and that 
gives me alot of encouragerent and concepts ‘cause it’s the 
oldest literature on the planet. It's thousands of years old. 
It's ancient literature, but it’s still totally relevant te 
what's going on today. You know, two and two is four today, and 
it will be next week too. That’s not going to change. And just 
like that, the Scrigtues are never going to change and it's 
always going to be dealing with what's going on around us, So 
that’s where we get alot of encouragesent. Through our lives, #e 
have lots of realizations. We try to share our realizations with 
other peoole so they don't have to juwp in the fire and get al 
burnt. They can see from someone else. 1 have this music, and 
it’s the only way 1 have of expressing ayself. Im going to die 
someday, and I want to have done something of value in my life, 
and if that means I have opened up some people’s minds, then 
that’s the best thing 1 could've done. Any amount of money that 
1 could possibly sake olaying music will be taxen away at the 
time of death anyway. So I'm not in it for the materialistic 
value of music, I's in it ‘cause it’s the only way 1 have of 
expressing myself and voicing wy opinion te a large amount of 
people. 1t’s a really nice thing tc have been given, It’s a nice 
situation God has given me. You just have to know how to use it, 
not to abuse it. 


TS: What do you think is the biggest problem in the world? 

HF: There's no real knowlecge of God. That’s one of the bigoest 
problews. There's so many religions, 
actually understand religion. It says in the Bible "Thou shalt 
not kil2", but I know only one Christian who is a vegetarian, If 
you're actually following what Christ was teaching, then you're 
doing REALLY good. 1 don’t cut down any religions, you know, a5 
long a5 people are actually trying, eventually they're going to 
get howe because it’s a natural process. if you're sincere, 
ultimately you'll get to where youre coing. 

Another probelm is people always protesting war whe don't 
understand that the reason these wars are happening, that the 
reason there's all this viclence and crime, is because of the 
fact that we're breaking the laws of nature. We set uo death 
camos to slaughter millions of animals a day a1] over the world. 
These animals are cying unnatural deaths. All these people are 
getting abortions. In reality, there's already a war going on 
against the animals and the unborn children. That’s a war, man. 
That's the most brutal war that's happening because they're 
completely helpless. So that’s one of the main reasons the worid 
is in such a hellish orecicasent.
